SPAIN'S LOSS. 


Creat Indignation Over 
Olli's Crime. 


Assassin Confesses That He is 
an Anarchist, - 


Sought Vengeance for Executions 
at Barcelona. 


Record of the Assassin—Par¢iculars 
of the Crime—Meeting of the Cab- 
inet—Minister of War Will Act as 
Premier ad Interim, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 

MADRID, Aug. 9.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The assassination of the J’rime 
Minister of Spain, Sefior Canovas del 
Castillo, who was shot and killed by an 
Italian Anarchist, whose name is .be- 
lieved to be Golli, at the baths at 
Santa Agueda yesterday afternoon, 
was undoubtedly cold-blovded and pre- 
meditated. Golli watched for an op- 
portunity to kill the Spanish states- 
man, and only fired when he had no 
chance of missing. In fact, the assas- 
‘sin, who was arrested alrnost immedi- 


ately after the Premier fell dead, de- 
clared as much to the examining mag- 
istrate. The Prime Minister lingered 


for some time in coma, and then passed | 


away with the cry “Long live Spain!”’ 
Further details of the assassination 
show that Premier Canovas del Cas- 
tillo and wife were present yesterday 
at the celebration of mass in the chapel 
attached to the baths. After mass the 
Premier was reading and conversing 
with some reporters, when the assas- 
sin approached and fired three shots 
at him with a revolver, hitting him in 
the forehead, chest and left ear. The 
wounded man fell.to the ground, cry- 
ing. “Assassin! Long live Spain!’’ The 
Premier was carried to his room and 
expired at 1:30 o’clock, after extreme 
unction had been administered by a 
priest of the Dominican order. ‘ 
_Dhe murderer was immediately seized 
by the people in the vicinity, severely 


had it not. been for the protection of 
the Civil Guards. The prisoner, who 
declared he had killed the Premier 
“in accomplishment of just vengeance,” 
gave the name of Rinaldi and claimed 
that the deed was the outcome of an 
extensive anarchist conspiracy. Later, 
however, the assassin confessed that 
his real name was Michaelo Angeline 
Golli; that he was 26 years of age, 


a native of Boggi near Naples, and |. 


that he left Italy and came to Spain 
in 1896. After reaching Spain Golli, 
according to his confession, resided at 
Barcelona and participated in the do- 
ings of various Anarchist societies in 


that place and- vicinity. After sojourn- |} tows: 


ing at Barcelona for some time, Golli 
visited France and Belgium and re- 
turned to Spain in July last. After 
his return, the Anarchists seemed .to 
have completed plans for the assassi- 
nation of the Prime Minister. He left 
Madrid for Santa Agueda at the same 
time as Sefior Canovas del Castillo and 
awaited an opportunity to sasaseinate 
the statesman. 


In appearance Golli is of medium 
height; he wears a full beard and spec- 
tacles, and his demeanor is that of a* 


was satisfied with having done his 
“duty,” and asserted that he has no 
personal grudge against the Premier, 
and is merely obeying orders received 
from ‘superiors in the secret society to 
which he belonged. He frankly pro- 
fesses the Anarchist doctrine, and says 
he was sentenced in 1895 to eighteen 
months’ imprisonment in jail at Lu- 
cera, Italy, and claims that he escaped 


his way to Barcelona.

Golli, in reply to the agonizing words 
of the distracted wife, said: “I respect 
you because you are an honorable lady, 
but I have done my duty, and am now 
easy in mind for having avenged my 


Montjuices is a fortress of Barcelona, 
outside of which the Anarchists sen- 
tenced to death for recent outrages 
have been executed by being shot in 
the back. The Anarchists recently | 
executed outside of Montjuicés were 
the last batch of fiends guilty of throw- 
ing a bomb on June 7, 1896, in the re- 
ligious procession about to enter the 
Church of Santa Maria de Lamar upon 
the occasion of the Corpus Christi cele- 
bration. Twelve persons were instantly 
killed and about fifty others injured, 
several of whom have since died from 
their wounds. For this crime twenty- 
six Anarchists were sentenced to death 
and many of them executed. The Span- 
ish newspapers express great indigna- 
tion at Golli’s crime,

MADRID, Aug. 9.—The Cabinet sat 
until 2. o’clock this morning, and de- 
cided to publish in the Official Gazetto 
today, which will appear with a black 
border, the appointment of Lieut.-Gen. 
Don Marcolo de Azcareago, Minister of 
War, as Premier ad interim. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs, M. 
Hanotaux, has telegraphed the con- 
dolence of the French government to 
the Queen Regent and to the govern- 
ment of Spain, expresssing the indig- 
nation felt in France at the crime just 
committed, and referring to the sym- 
pathy in this matter of the French 
people with Spain. All the French 
newspapers deplore the crime, and the 
Socialist organs, while reprobating the 
assassination of the Spanish Premier, 
refer to the severity exercised by Can- 
ovas toward the Anarchists, intimating 
that such action upon his part pointed 
him out for attack.

MADRID, Aug. 9.—Golli has con-

pine Islands, on December 30, last as 
the instigator of the Philppine revolu- 
tion. Dr. Rizal denied’ that he was a 
rebel leader, but he admitted that he 
had drawn up the statutes of the Phil- 
ippine League. In Golli’s room the po- 
lice found .today a large double-bar- 
reled pistol. It appears that when he 
left the house yesterday he carried 
a parcel which is believed to have con- 
tained a bomb.

caused many of them to be executed. 
Only a few days ago several Anarch- 
ists were executed in Barcelona, and I 
suppose the assassination was the out- 
come.» 

“IT do not think the killing of Cano- 
vas was due at all to any question of 
policy, but merely as a vague out- 
break on the part of some member of 
a dangerous body ef men. We Cubans 
have no sympathy with such an act. 
As a man, I deplore such a misfortune, 
but as a Cuban I cannot pelp but feel 
that I am benefited by it.” 


THE ANARCBISTIC MOVEMENT. 


It Dates Back ‘to the Overthrow of 
Queen Isabella.

“The anarchist movement really be- 
gan in Spain after the overthrow of 
Isabella, when a portion of the Repub- 
licans, dissAtisfied with the moderate 
rule of Telar, Gen. Prim and others 
started under the leadership of Con- 
treras the revolt.of the ‘Federalists,’ 
seized some ironclads in the port of 
Carthagenia, and were subdued and 


captured, but not punished. The prin-. 


cipal localities in Spain where revolu- 
tionary and anarchistic ideas have pre- 
vailed, are the industrial’centers Along 
the Mediterranean coast like Barcelona, 
whch could be considered as head- 
quarters of anarchy in the j‘eninsula, 
and especially since many’ partisans of 
the Paris Commune took refuge there 
after 1871. 

"Attempts of Anarchists against so- 
ciety have been numerous all over the 
Spanish territory, but especially at 
Barcelona. There within the last two 
years bombs have been exploded in 
the Liceo Theater and in the public 
square at a. military review by the 
captain-general of the province. The 
latest and most horrible exploit-of the 
Anarchists and one which finally has 
been the cause of the assassination of 
Canovas,

WORKERS ARE PAID. 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 9.—AlIl the mine 
ers of the New York and Cleveland 
Gas Coal Company still at.jwork were 
paid today, but those who &struck did 
not receive any money, the company 
insisting upon the terms:of the con- 
tract by which the men agreed to for- 
feit all reserve in such a case, but the 
strikers say that the men »romised to 
quit as soon as they got their pay. De 
Armitt declares that the strikers will 
not take the men out of the Plum Creek 
mine 

The strike is beginning to cause hun- 
ger among the miners’ families along 
the Wheeling division, and in the Pan- | 
handle district. The male members 
are living much better in the camps 
than the women and children at home. 

MEETINGS AND APPEALS. 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 9.—Appeals for 
food and provisions were numerous at 
the headquarters of the miners’ of- 
ficials today. It appeared as if there 
was a want from every section of the 
district, and-~ miners in person were 
present to ask that the suffering ones 
be looked after. Secretary Warner was 
kept busy answering the appeals. He 
said tonight that he had sent more 
than $1000 worth of provisions into 
every part of the district. The appeals 
are now coming in from the families, 
the heads of which are at the various 
mining camps. using their-infivence -to 
keep other men from working. 

A series of meetings is to be held 
all over the district. It is expected to 
keep up the interest in every section 
and strengthen every point where there 
is the least indication of weakness. The 
vigils on the mines of the New York 
and Cleveland Gas Coal Company are 
to be kept up, and the vigor increased 
from day to day. The following was 
issued by Patrick Dolan, the president, 
and Secretary Warner today:

Figel’s Preliminary Examination—A

SAN JOSE, Aug. 9.—The mystery 
Surrounding the death of George W. 
Schofield has not yet been clear up, 
although the officers are confidewt that 
they have a strong circumstantial case 
against the three prisoners in the 
County Jail. ; 

Mrs. Schofield takes the arrest calmly, 
and betrays no feeling at the death of 
her husband. She has made several 
conflicting statements with reference to 
the alleged attempt to shoot her hus- 
band Friday night, and intimates that 
she suspects her son-in-law to be 
guilty. 

The funeral of Schofield took place 
today and was attended by the dead 
man’s friends and family. Mrs. Scho- 
field was permitted to attend the serv- 
ices, which were held at a local under- 
taker’s establishment. The accused 
persons were closeted in the District 
Attorney’s office, and later in the day 
Daniel Dutcher was taken to Madrone, 


where he will doubtless be arraigned. . 


Mrs. Schofield’s attorney is looking 
after Dutcher’s side of the case. 

' Sheriff Lyndon will send a messenger 
to Fresno tomorrow to bring back 
Clark Johnson, the son-in-law, who left 
the Schofield ranch so suddenly just 
before the shooting. : 

There is still much excitement in the 
neighborhood of the Schofield ranch, 
but the sympathy of the _ residents 
seems to be with Mrs. Schofield. It is 
said that the dead man never spoke of 
his family affairs to the neighbors, but 
Mrs. Schofield had frequently men- 
tioned the troubles which took place 
Within the Schofield household circle,

_ Some of Schofield’s friends who knew 
him before he moved to. his ranch 
speak well of him. One who knew him 
when he kept a hotel in Santa Cruz 
spoke highly of him, and denied the 
story that the dead man was of a quar-.

Sutte, carpenter and builder, has been 
awake twenty-five years. His last 
slumber came so many years agbd that 
he has forgotten what it is like to lay 
down at night and wake refreshed and 
rejuvenated. Sleep is an unknown 
quantity with Sutte. He either lies 
upon his bed and gazes upon the stars, 
or if in a restless mood, takes long 
walks into the country, returning at 
daybreak to begin work in his little 
shop just north of the house. His 
neighbors call him “the man-who never 
sleeps.” 

Sutte attributes his sleeplessness to 
a noise which continually roars in his 
head like a cataract. At times it 
sounds like the buzz and _ whirl of 
wheels sawing their way through 
heavy timber. Again the sounds re- 
semble escaping steam, but at times 
they mingle in a horrible deafening 
roar. Owing to the noises in his head 
Sutte does not hear readily 

He says that the ringing’ in his ears 
was caused by an overdose of quinine 
which was administered to him in 
1872. He took fifty-two grains at one 
dose, and when he awoke next day 
he heard a noise in his head which has 
remained there ever since, keeping him 
awake every day and night for twenty- 
five years. Sutte is 70 years old. He 
carries his age gracefully, and does not 
look the worse for his long siege of 
wakefulness.

A FOUL FIEND’S CRIME. 


LITTLE ULO CONNERS KIDNAPED 
AND OUTRAGED. 


The Child Stolen from a Wagon in 
Which She Slept While on a 
Camping Trip With Her Parexrts, 
The Villian Escaped. 


News of a heinous crime reached the 
city yesterday from Newhall, through 
John Arnott, superintendent of the 
Newhall ranch, who reported the mat- 
ter to Sheriff Burr. The alleged out- 
rage was perpetrated near Fillmore, 
Ventura county, out of Sheriff Burr's 
jurisdiction, but he immediately tele- 
graphed the facts, as reported to him, 


to Sheriff Charlebois of Ventura, and 


proffered his assistance, if needed, in 
catching the criminal. Sheriff Charle- 
bois replied that he had as yet no 


knowledge of the matter, but would 


send deputies to investigate. 
The story of the outrage is that a 
family named Conners, from Ventura, 


on a camping tour, camped Saturday 


night on the banks of the Santa Ana 
River, about two miles from Fillmore. 
The father and mother slept in a tent, 
while two little girls were tucked away 
in the wagon. On Sunday morning the 
elder chjld, Ulo, aged 12, was missing. 

Tracks of a man were found leading 
toward the river. The father followed 
them, and found his little girl among 
the willows, almost dead, and in a ter- 
ribly lacerated and bedraggled condi- 
tion. 

She related that shé was anes 
during the night by a man taking her 
by the throat.and threatening to stran- 
gle her if she made an outcry. Then 
he carried ‘her across the river and 
most brutally outraged her. She man- 


aged to summon enough strength to 


wade back across the stream, but sank 
exhausted before she reached camp. 

A party of hunters camping near by 
took up the trail of the fiend who com- 
mitted the outrage, while the little 
girl was taken to Newhall for medical 
treatment. 

The ground where the crime was per- 
petrated was covered with the little 
girl’s blood. Her condition is reported 
to be very serious. She describes ‘ner 
ravisher as a tall man with a thin, 
grayish beard. Mr. Conners thinks he 
saw the man in Fillmore on Saturday, 
and has given the officers a pretty good 
description of the culprit. 


THE LAW OF SUPPLIES. 


Home Products Committee Finds an 
Important Seetion, 


Secretary Zeehandelaar of the Home 
Products’ Committee recently wrote to 
the Secretary of State of California, 
asking for information as to the law 
in regard to advertisements for bids for 
supplies for State institutions, and in 
reply received copies of the following 
section added to the Political Cuode 
last Mare’: 

“Section 3247. Any person, commit- 
te2, board, officer, or any other person 
charged with the purchase, or per- 
mitted or authorized to purchase sup- 
plies, goods, wares, merchandise, manu- 
factures or produce, for the use of the 
State, or of any of its institutions or 
offices, or for the use of any county or 
consolidated city and county, or city, 
or town, shall always, price, fitness and 
quality equal, prefer such supplies, 
gouds, wares, merchandise, manufac- 
tures or produce as has been grown, 
manufactured, or. produced in this 
State, and shall next prefer such as 
have been partially so manufactured, 
grown, or produced in this State. Al!l 
State, county, city and county, city or 
town officers, all boards, commissions, 
or other persons charged with adver- 
tising for any such supplies shall state 
in their advertisement that such pref- 
erences Will be made. In any such ad- 
vertisement no bid shall be asked for 
any article of a specific brand or mark, 
nor any patent apparatus orappliances, 
when such requirement would prevent 
proper competition on the part of deal- 
ers in other articles of equal value, 
utility, or merit.” 

This law embodies the ideas of the 
committee very completely, and the. at- 
tention of all publie institutions will 
be called to it, and watch Kept that 
it is carried out. The secretary will 
prepare a letter on the subject to be 
sent-to theheads_of State institutions, 
from the Governor down. Inquiries 
have heen made regarding the home 
products used at the military posts at 
San Diego and in Arizona, and while 
it has been found that heretofore most 
of them have been supplied from the 
Los Angeles market, at présent those 
in Arizona get most of their goods 
froin Denver. and that in San Diego 
from San Francisco. 

The secretary has written to Sena- 
tor White. explaining the work under- 


taken bv the cdmmittee, and asking 
his influence in bringing the matter 
properly before the department at 


Washington. The committee believes 
that the local merchants are suffering 
a needless loss, and the trade will be 
followed up until it is recovered.

A message was received from the 
Mayor, returning unsigned the ordi- 
nance for the opening of an alley from 
Fourth to Fifth street, between Main 
and Spring strets. The vote by which 
the ordinance was passed was recon- 
sidered, and it was referred back to 
the Bvuard of Public Works. 

FINDS NEW OBSTACLES. 

The eagerly-expected report of City 
Attorney Dunn upon the recommenda- 
tions made by the Water Supply Com- 
mittee as to new headworks and arbi- 
tration proceedings with the City Wa- 
ter Company, was naturally the event 
of the morning session of the Council. 

The secrecy: with which it had been 
guarded and the variety of conjectures 
as to its nature ventured by many 
persons who would ordinarily be in a 
position to speak with authority of its 
contents, created the impression that 
no accurate information had been given 
out. and all guesses had been made at 
random. The report in full was as fol- 
lows: 

“The limited time which you have 
given mic makes it impracticable to 
report as fully on the matters involved 
in the Water Committee’s report as I 
should otherwise have done. 

“Permit me to preface the report. 
proper by saying that the questions 
involved are so important that I have 
submitted them to Lee & Scott, asso- 
ciate counsel for the city, who have 
considered them with me, and who join 
with me in this report. 

“The report of your Water Commit- 
tee makes three distinct recommenda- 
tions, the first two, which may prop- 
erlv be considered together, reading as 


follows: 


“‘Fjrst--That the consulting board, 
consisting of three competent engineers, 
be selected by your honorable body, 
and commissioned to examine with 
care and fidelity the specifications, de- 
tails and plans for the new water sys- 
tem as prepared by Mr. Dockweiler, in 
so far as they pertain to said head- 
works. conduits and reservoir, to the 
end that they may report to this body, 
first. the feasibility and practicability 
of the rropcosed system; second, its 
comparative availavility, . A,’ as a sup- 
niy to a new system, and “B,” as an 
additional supply to the old system; 
and third, the estimated cost thereof. 
And to meke such other report as 
may be deemed pertinent and fitting in 

remises. 

‘Secord—That upon the determina- 
tion as above of the correctness, plans 
and desirability of said headworks sys- 
tem, your honcrable body take imme- 
diate steps, provided no legal objec- 
{ions exist, to afford the people an op- 
portunity to vote bonds for the con- 
struction of said headworks system, 
main supply conduit and high-level 
reservoir at an estimated cost of $335,- 
000 


“To the second of these recommenda- 
tions, providing for the holding of an 
election for the issuance of bonds for 
the construction of headworks, etc., we 
regret to say there are, in our opinion, 
insurmountable objections, viz.: 

“First—The city is not yet the owner 
of the land upon which the proposed 
headworks are to be constructed. Suit 
was brought to condemn this land, 
and tried last year, resulting ina 


judgment for the city fixing a reason- 


able price to be paid for the land. The 
owners of the land, Messrs. Pomeroy 
and Hooker, as soon as possible, moved 
for a new trial, which was denied, and 
from this order and from the judgnrfent 
6f condemnation they have appealed to 
the Supreme Court of the State, where 
the case is now pending. This case 
was, as your honorable body will per- 
haps remember, one of the longest 


cases as to time consumed in trial ever 


tried in Southern California, occupying 
over six weeks, and the record on‘ the 
appeal consists of over a thousand 
pages of printed matter and many 
maps, all of which has taken an im- 
mense amount of time and labor in 


preparation and printing. The opening 


brief for the appellants of 159 pages 


has been filed, and we are now prepar- 


ing our reply. The case will soon be 
submitted, but we cannot hope for a 
decision during this year, and probably 
it will be well into next year before 
the court renders its decision. While 
we have strong confidence that the Su- 
preme Court will sustain the judgment 
we must recognize the possibility that 
the cause may be sent back for a new 
trial, in which event the final deter- 
mination of the suit would, of course, 
be still further postponed. 

“We are pushing the case with the 
utmost rapidity possible, but 
member of your honorable body will |

readily see that it will be impossible to 
construct headworks, or even definitely 
ete the plans therefor, unt& we have 
he title to the land upon which we 
propose to construct them, as any 
Change in the point of construction 
might necessitate a complete change 
of plans, the present plans being pre- 


pared for headworks to be constructed 


on this particular piece of land and no 
other. 

“The defendants in the suit are pros- 
ecuting their appeal at an expense of- 
thousands of dollars, under. the advice 
of eminent counsel, amd the city cannot 
afford to view their contention lightly 
or fail to take the time necessary to 


| carefully brief its case and leave noth- 


ing .undone, as the headworks and 

point of diversion are the most im- 

a features of the new water sys- 
m, 


-““Second—The second reason for sus- 
pending operations looking to the con- 
struction of headworks lies in the fact 


| that our Supreme Court recently de- 


cided , against the issuance of “gold 
bonds” jin a decision which has been 
80 fully discussed by the press and by 
the members of your body that it is 
unnecessary for me to go further into 
details here. A-rehearing has been 
granted in this case, and the matter is 
now being again considered by the 
court. A decision will undoubtedly be 
reached before long, and we believe the 
former decision will be reversed. We 
cannot know with certainty until that 
decision is reached, what form to adopt 
for our bonds, or even whether the law 
will be left in such condition as to en- 
-_ us to issue a marketable bond at 

“This question, as we have said, will 
probably be settled soon, and we can 
discuss it more fully with your honor- 
able body and with more satisfaction 
to ourselves when the Supreme Court 
ogy render its opinion on the rehear- 

“As the two objections recited above 
seem to absolutely bar further pro- 
cedure with headworks and the issu- 
ance of bonds therefor, for several 
months, we shall not discuss that fea- 
ture of the committee’s report further, 
other than to say, that we have con- 
sulted Mr. Dockweiler, the City Engi- 
neer, a8 to the length of time which 
will be consumed in verifying his plans 
and values of a new plant by a board: 
of engineers as recommended by your 
Water Committee. He informs us that 
it could be done in a week. 

“In view of the fact that the plans 
might be changed by the result of the 
litigation before mentioned, and the 
values of labor and material are fluct- 
uating, it would hardly seem a good 
business policy to do that now which 
can be more safely and accurately done, 
in a week’s time, when we are ready 
to begin construction. 

“This last question (as to the ap- 
pointment of a board of advisory engi- 
neers,) however, is simply a question 
of business judgment, to which we can 
see no legal obstacle. We therefore 
make no recommendation thereon other 
than to furnish you with the informa- 
tion procured by us. : 

“Having covered the first two rec- 
ommendations of your committee's re- 
port, we proceed to the third and last, 
| to-wit.: Third—That this committee be 
authorized and instructed to submit to 
the committee acting for the Los An- 
geles City Water Company and the 
Crystal Springs Land and Water Com- 
pany a proposition to immediately sub- 
mit to arbitration the question of the 
value of the properties of said com- 
panies. 

“After careful consideration of this 
recommendations, we report, that 
would be manifestly and im- 


possible to submit to itration the 
question of the valués of any waters 
or water rights claimed by the compa- 
nies, but which are also claimed by the 
city as belonging to the waters of the 
Los Angeles River, fcr the reason that, 
we are of the opinion that the title to 
any waters or water rights which could 
be advantageously used by the city 
is now vested in the city, and Wwe con- 
fidently expect a decision favorable to 
the city in the litigation now pending 
in reference thereto. We are of the 
opinion, however, that the legal rights 
of the city would not be jeopardized 
by a proposition from the city to the 
water companies to take over all their 
available property, excepting such dis- 
puted water and water rights, at a 
price to be determined by arbitration: 
“Therefore we advise: First—That no 
actual construction of headworks can 
be commenced, nor can bonds be is- 
' sued therefor until the title to the prop- 
| erty upon which the works ‘are to be 
located is finally settled. 
“Second—That there is no objection 
to the employment of engineers.to ex- 


amine the plans for the new_ plant. 


‘other than the question of expediency 
in view of the time that must elapse 
before they can be used and. the 
changes that may occur within the 
time. 

“Mhird—That the legal rights of the 
city will not be jeepardized by your 
committee proposing to the water 
company to take over its property at 
a valuation to be fixed by arbitration; 
provided that no water or water rights, 
the title to which is claimed by the 
city, to-wit.: the waters of the alleged 
Crystal Springs ‘and other similar wa- 
ters, be included in said arbitration. 

“Respectfully submitted, 

“W. E. DUNN, City Attorney.” 
“Lee & Scott of counsel.” 
Councilman Ashman at once moved, 

Toll seconding, that ‘‘the foregoing re- 
port of the City Attorney be received 
and placed on file, and that the ques- 
tion of the value of the properties of 
said water companies be submitted to 
arbitration, and that the Water Supply 
Committee be instructed to notify the 
City, Water Company that the city is 
ready to submit said question of valua- 
tion to arbitration, and to ascertain 
whether or not the said water company 
is willing to so arbitrate; and that said 
committee be instructed to report to 
the Council on Monday, August 16, 
1897.”’ 


the previous motion of Ashman that 
“the Council offer to submit to arbi- 
tration with the Los Angeles City 
Water Company in accordance with the 
contract between said city and the 


predecessors in interest of said water 


company, dated July 20, 1868, the value 
of the improvements made by said 
water company and the said predeces- 
sors in interest, made in, about and 
upon the waterworks leased by the said 
city to the said predecessors in inter- 
est of said water company, in pur- 
suance of said contract, and that the 
Council name a man to act upon said 
board of arbitration in accordance with 
said contract, but it be understood that 
said board of arbitration is not to value 
any real property belonging to said 
water company or any alleged water 
rights, but that they shall place a value 
upon said improvements made in, 
about and upon the waterworks leased 
by the city, and upon nothing else, and 
that the water company be requested 
to name a man to act on said board 
of arbitration within two weeks’ time.” 

Grider’s motion was seconded by 
Hutchison, and a general discussion of 
the merits of the two motions ensued. 
Nickell rose to make an objection, 


} which did not appear to be altogether 


clear to his own mind, and was not 
made intelligible to his colleagues, when 
he was interrupted by the City Attor- 
ney, who stated that there was no dif- 
ference between the Grider amend- 
men and his report, except so far as 
related to the water company’s real 
estate holdings, In that particular he 
thought the Grider amendment faulty, 
because some of the water company’s 
mprovements were inseparable from 
certain real estate. 

Toll was afraid of the amendment be- 
cause it clearly recognized the validity 
of the lease and contract between the 
city and the water company, a policy 
in which the Council and the Water 
Supply Committee had always avoided 


by maintaining a non-committal atti- 


it 


tude. He thought such a step unsafe 
and unnecessary at this time. Y 

City Attorney Dunn said he did not 
particularly care whether his report 
was formally approved or not. Here-. 
tofore the Council had avoided passing 
on the contract and lease with the 
water company. This had been the 
Council’s policy, although for his own 
part he had no objection to recognizing 
the centract and settling the water 
question on that line. 

When the Grider amendment was put 
to a vote, it was defeated by a vote of 
6 to 2, Grider and Hutchison alone 
voting in the affirmative. : 

The question then reverted to the 
Ashnian motion, relating to arbitration. 

Nickell asked if the arbitration re- 
ferred to in the City Attorney’s report 
was the arbitration mentioned in the 
contract or an entirely gratuitous mat- 
ter. 

At the request of Hutchison that sec- 
tion of the original contract of 1868 
bearing on arbitration was read from 
the clerk’s desk. 

Grider objected to Ashman’s motion 
because it contained nothing as to 
when the Water Supply Committee 
should report back to the Council and 
no provision for the selection of the 
city’s arbitrator. 

Both Nickell and Ashman expressed 
a desire to have matters brought to a 
focus by informing the water com- 
pany that the city was prepared for 
immediate arbitration. 

Hutchison took them at their word 
and insisted that the arbitrator for the 
city should be named on the spot and 
the water company informed of the 
Council’s willingness to arbitrate dur- 
ing the noon recess, so that further ac- 
tion could be taken. by the Council at 
the afternoon session. City Attorney 
Dunn met this proposition with the ob- 
jection that it would be poor policy to 
show the city’s hand to the water com- 
pany by naming its man in advance. 

When Ashman’s motion was put toa 
vote it was adopted without dissent, 
several minor modifications having: 
been made by the mover. 

The City Clerk was directed to ad- 
vertise for supplies for the fire depart- 
ment. 

The usual demands and requisitions 
were approved on recommendation of 
the Finance and Supply committees. 

A numerously-signed petition was re- 
ceived front engineers and drillers ask- 
ing that the Board of Examining En- 
ineers be abolished, and the Boiler 
Inspector and his deputy be made_ to 
constitute the examining board. The 
petition is said to have been gotten up 
by Ben Cohen, who circulated it among 
the engineers, many of whom, while 
acting as practical engineers, are not 
prepared to pass public examination. 

CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT. 

City Engineer Dockweiler presented 
the following report, which was adopted 
With the accompanying ordinances: 

“fn compliance with your instructions 
IT have estimated the cost of grading, 
etc., Fremont avenue between First 
street and Second street, as follows: 
Grade, gravel and redwood curb, $1.60 
per front foot: gutter, 20 cents; total, 
$1.80 per front foot, This amount meets 
the requirements of the Bond Act, I 
herewith present the necessary ordi- 
nance of intention to do the work as 
above. 

“T have estimated the cost of grad- 


ing, ete., Georgia street from Tenth 
street to a point 140 feet south of 
Fleventh street, as follows: Grade and 


gravel, 6¢ cents per front foot; cement 


curb, 30 cents: cement walk, six feet.

“T herewith present ordinance of in- 
tention to establish the grade of Mag- 
nolia avenue from Pico street to 
Washington street; also ordinance of 
intention to change and establish the 
grade of Pico street. Clanton street, 


Griffith avenue and Paloma avenue as 
asked for in petitions, said petitions 
representing the necessary majority of 
the frontage as required by law. 

“In regard to the protest of D. F. 
Donegan against alleged additional 
work on Albion street, I have only to 
state that the profile shows correctly 
the work to be done, and that the ordi- 
nance mentions the catch basins and 
culverts which he claims have heen 
added. Jn other words, the proceedings 
have been quite regular, as far as this 
office is concerned. 

“In regard to the protest of P. 
Wolfer, et al., against the grading of 
Bonnie Brae _ street between First 
street and Temple street, I find as fol- 
lows: Total frontage on street. 2851 
feet; a majority of which is 1426 feet: 
representéd on protest, 1657 feet. The 
protest, herewith returned, therefore 
represents a majority of the frontage. 

“T herewith present final ordinance 
establishing the grade of Twentv- 
ninth street from Hoover to Vermont 
avenue; also final ordinance’ estab- 
lishing the grade of the west side of 
Hoover street from Adams street to 
Thirty-second street; also final ordi- 
nance establishing the grade of Fifth 
street from Bonnie Brae street to Bur- 
»lington avenue; also final ordinance 
changing and establishing the grade 
of the west side of Grand avenue from 
Fourth street to Fifth street.’ 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works was adopted as previously pub- 
lished.

“In presenting these petitions and 
urging that the same be granted by 
your honorable body this committee is 
influenced by the following important 
considerations: 

“The plan herein outlined contem- 
plates a modern boulevard, laid out on 
broad and generous principles, and up- 
to-cate im all its features; not only 
with ample carriage ways on each side, 
but with double bicycle paths as well, 
and in the center a double track of the 
electric railway, separated from the 
carriage ways by wide margine of 
grass, ornamented with choice palms 
and shrubs, and on the outside of the 
driveway the usual park ways and 
sidewalks. A single line of poles will 
be placed in the center between the 
tracks, on which will be placed all 
wires and the electric lights. All classes, 
whether riding in carriages, on bDi- 
cycles, or by s{reet car, may thus en- 
joy the benefits of the boulevard alike. 

‘It would afford to all the business 
streets and to the south and west por- 
tions of the city the much-desired out- 
let northward, and also relieve East Loe 
Angeles and all the territory beyond 
from the condition against which their 
people have so long protested, of hav- 
ing no suitable entrance into the city. 
It would solve the problem of a fitting 
approach to the magnificent entrance 
just completed to Elysian Park. It ef-

: conclusion, boulevards are now 
recognized as a necessity in every 
large city, and ‘are often opened at 
enormous public expense through 
densely-populated sections in the face 
of heavy local opposition. How espe- 
cially important in this instance, where 
not only are the local benefits so great, 
and the local sentiment so favorable. 
but where so much of our prosperity 
depends upon the attraction we are 
able to offer to the tourist and pleasure- 
seeker, and where nature has endowed 
us so generously with the means of or- 
namentation.”’

THE ASSASSINATION OF CANOVAS. 

The brutal murder. of Sefior Canovas 
del Castillo, Prime Minister of Spain, 
has excited a feeling of abhorrence and 
{indignation on both sides of the At- 


ticularly loved or honored above his 
compeers. He had many and bitter 
political enemies at home, and in this 
country he was blamed by many as 
being largely responsible for the Wey- 


- ler regime in Cuba. But assassination 


in a fair way of achieving it. 


as a means of redressing real or fancied 
wrongs can never be recognized as 
justifiable. It excites abhorrence and 
condemnation among all right-minded 
men, wherever perpetrated and in 
whatsoever cause it is employed. 

It appears, so far as the facts of the 
crime have been ascertained, that the 
assassination of the Minister was the 
work of an Anarchist fanatic, and 
that, whether the assassin had accom- 
plices or acted upon his individual re- 
sponsibility, his dastardly deed was 
not inspired by political motives, but 
by. a spirit of revenge. Canovas del 


Castillo had been active in the prose- 


cution of Anarchists, and his zeal in 
this righteous cause cost him his life.‘

vas will have upon the immedgiate 
future of Spain and of Cuba. ‘ine 
probabilities are that one of the re- 
sults will be the recall of Capt.-Gen.

PHASES OF THE WATER QUESTION. 

The report of the City Attorney to 
the Council on the matters referred to 
him in connection with the water-sup- 
ply question, makes plain two phases 
of. the subject concerning which some 
doubt has existed. It is apparent, in 
the first place, that the city is not at 
present in a position to go ahead with 
the work of constructing headworks, as 
recommended in the report of the 
Water Supply Committee, for the rea- 
son that the city is not yet the undis- 
puted owner of the land upon whici: it 
is proposed to construct the new head- 
works. The question of ownership is 
still in litigation, upon appeal to the 
Supreme Court by Messrs. Pomeroy & 
Hooker, the former owners of the land. 
While it is probable that the decision 
will be in favor of the city, such an 
outcome is, of course, not absolutely 
certain, and it would never do two pro- 
ceed with the work until a final de- 
cision has been reached. This will 


While this delay is exceedingly an- 
noying and unfortunate, there seems 
to be no way of avoiding it. 

Again, there is doubt as to the is- 
suance of bonds by the city for prose- 
cuting the work. Even if the owner- 


in dispute, the ability of the city to 
issue marketable bonds would still be 
questionable. A recent decision of the 
State Supreme Court, as will be re- 
membered, declared the issuance of 
bonds payable in gold coin to be un- 
lawful under a recent act of the Legis- 
lature. A rehearing in the case was 
asked and granted, and the matter is 
now under consideration by the court. 
Until this question is decided, the ity 
cannot well place its bonds upon the 
market for any purpose. !f “gold 
bonds” be declared unlawtul, it will be 
necessary to offer bonds payable in 
“lawful money of the United States.” 
Whether such bonds could »e floated, 
except at a heavy discount, is doubtful. 
Should the court sustain its former de- 
cision, it may prove extreme!y difficult 
to float the bonds at all. If. on the 
other hand, the decision should be re- 
versed, gold bonds might be issued, at 
alow rate of interest, and would 
doubtless find a ready market. But 
it is obvious that no bonds can be 
voted, with safety, until final action 


} on the matter has been taken by the 


Supreme Court. | 

From the foregoing it appears cer- 
tain, however unwelcome the fact may 
be, that there will be an unavoidable 
delay of several months before the 
city will know just where it stands in 
the matter of headworks and the is- 
suance of bonds for the construction 
of the same. In view of this fact, it 
would seem to be inadvisavle to ap- 
point a consulting board of engineers 
to review the City Engineer’s estimates 
as to the cost of a new water system, 
as recommended by the Water Supply 
Committee. The work of review, it 
appears from the City Attorney’s re- 
port, can be completed by the consult- 
ing engineers within one week, and 
there will be time enough for this 
work after the legal tangle has been 
proposed 
commission were appointed now, its 
work might be rendered comparatively 
valueless by market changes in the 


of the pending litigation. As the City 
Engineer’s estimates are based upon 
the construction of headworks on the 
site chosen by the city, his plans, 
specifications and estimates would all 
have to be changed in case the pend- 
ing suit should go against the city. 

The only questions open to arbitra- 
tion, as appears from the City Attor- 
ney’s report, are those pertaining to 
the value of the improvements actu- 
ally made by the water company. The 
arbitration cannot properly cover ques- 
tions which are at issue in the courts; 
but the value of the water company’s 
machinery, pipes, etc., may thus be 
considered. In pursuance of this idea 
the Council, on motion of Mr. Ash- 
man, instructed the Water Supply Com- 
mittee to ascertain if the water com- 
pany is willing to proceed at once to 
the selection of an arbitration commit- 
tee for the purpose indicated. The 
committee was further instructed to 
report to the Council at next Mon- 
day’s session. 

One of the most IS phases 
of this complicated question is the de- 
lay in its final settlement, which now 
seems unavoidable. The extent of thfs 
delay is an unknown factor: It is to 
be hoped, however, that the le 
tions involved may be gs 
out at an early day, and 
question may be adjusted amicably, 
satisfactorily and equitably to the in 
terests of all concerned.

It was found hy examination of the 
fecords that only sixty-five samples 
from forty-one dairies out of 167 dairies 
had been’ inspected within three 
months. 
-. Meat and Milk Inspector Dodson ex- 
plained that hé@ Was supposed to in- 
snect siaughter-houses, markets, res- 
taurants and dairies, both for cleanli- 
ness and health of animals, and the 
variety and extent of his work was 
such that it was impossible for him 
to inspect all milk offered far sale. The 
milk must be inspected, not at the 
milking place, but where gold, and 
many _persons had taken out dairy li- 
censes who had but one cow and ped- 
dled milk by hand among their neigh- 
bors. There was more work, Dodson 
contended, than any one could per- 
form. 

Dr. Salisbury suggested that the 
sanitary inspectors collect samples. It 
was also proposed that the police be 
utilized for the same duties.

THE CREEDE ESTATE, 


JOHN T. JONES, ESQ., APPOINTED 
SPECIAL ADMINISTRATOR, 


Matter of the Guardianship of Little 
Dorothy Still Postponed—Execu- 
tors Deny That Mrs. Creede Was 
the Wife of N. C. Creede. 


John T. Jones, N. C. Creede’s friend 
and attorney, and the executor named 
in his will, has been appointed special 
administrator of the estate, with bonds 
fixed at $100,000. } 

This was the only definite result of 
the opening skirmish in the Creede will 
contest, which took place yesterday 
afternoon before Judge Allen, sitting 
in the Probate Court. Matters of fact 
were kept entirely out of yesterday’s 


| discussion, only points of law and ex 


parte matters being taken into consid- 
eration. 

None of the principals were in court, 
the several conflicting interests being 
represented by the attorneys. John T. 
Jones, Esq., appeared for the Creede 
estate. Henry T. Gage, Esq., as at- 
torney for Jones as executor under the 
will; J. S. Chapman, Esq., as attorney 
for little Edith Dorothy Creede and 
for her mother, Mrs. Edith Basford, in 
the matter of the guardianship of the 
child, and the firm of Finlayson & Fin- 
layson for Mrs. Louisa Creede. 

All the pleadings were read, and all 
the papers in the case, including the 
agreement of separation between 
Creede and his wife, the consent to 
Creede’s adoption of Dorothy, the will, 
the contest, the petitions for the ap- 
pointment of a guardian for the child, 
the petition of Mrs. Creede for family 
allowance of $250 a month, and all the 


| objections and demurrers to these sev- 


eral documents. 

Then Frank G. Finlayson, Esq., pre- 
sented his side of the case, urging that 
Mrs. Creede, as the widow, is legally 
entitled to family allowance, although 
he was willing to admit that she was 
not entitled to the custody of the child, 
for the reason that it had been adopted 
by Creede alone. The petition for this 
allowance, Mr. Finlayson argued, 
could not properly be opposed by Mr. 
Jones, as it had been made prior to any 
inventory, and to the issuance of any 
letters of administration. Mr. Fin- 
layson therefore moved that the objec- 
tion to this petition be stricken from 
the files. | 

At this point, Mr. Gage interposed 
with the startling announcement that 
the executors meant to show that the 
woman. called Louisa Creede was not, 
and never had been, the wife of Nich- 
olas C. Creede, and that therefore she 
fad no right or title to any portion of 
the estate, under any circumstances 
whatever. Turning then to Judge Chap- 
man, Mr. Gage demanded to know just 
where he stood as attorney for the 
child, and hinted strongly that it was 
impossible for his honorable colleague 
tp act impartially and in accordance 
with the best interests of the little 
girl, if he appeared also as attorney 
for Mrs. Basford. 

Before Mr. Chanman could answer, 
Mr. Finlayson had recovered himself, 
and reluctantly acknowledged the vital 
importance of the position taken by 
the executors with regard to the legal- 
ity of Mrs. Creede’s marriage. If main- 
tained, it would undoubtedly deprive 
her of every shadow of claim to the 
estate. The difficulty, however, would 
be to prove any flaw in the marriage, 
and he asked leave then and there to 
file a demurrer to this contention. In 
the mean time he would ‘withdraw the 
application for family allowance, but 
without prejudice as to the future. — 

Then the matter of Mr. Chapman's 
position as attorney for both Dorothy 
Creede and Mrs. Basford came up for 
discussion, and was made the subject 
of a free-for-all argument. Mr. Chap- 
man maintained that there was no in-. 
consistency in his position; that he was 
attorney for the child in the matter of 
securing its interest in the estate, and 
for Mrs. Basford in the matter of se- 
curing merely the guardianship of the 
person of Dorothy Creede, to the cus- 
tody of whom she was entitled as her 
natural mother. Mrs. Basford had no 
possible interest in, or claim on, the es- 
tate of her daughter, which in any case 
would remain in the hands of the exec- 
utors until Dorothy should reach. the 
age of 25. The provision in the will 
which named Mr. Phifer as guardian 
could not stand, as the law does not 
allow a father to appoint another guar- 
dian for a child while the mother is 
living, unless that mother is clearly an 
unfit person to undertake the charge. 
Especially, in this case, was William 
Phifer disqualified for the position, for 
the reason that Dorothy’s heirshiv de- 
pended on her being of good moral 
character when. she should reach the 
age of 25, and that ‘Mrs. Phifer, who 
would necessarily  superintend the 
education of the little girl, would he 
the one to benefit by the penalty of 
forfeiture attached to possible un- 
worthiness of Dorothy Creede when she 
should have attained. womanhood. 

This position of Mr. Chapman’s was 
vigorously combated by the other at- 
torneys, and by the court itself. All 
agreed in maintaining that Mr. Chap- 
man could not consistently represent 
the two interests, and that he should 
either decline to act further in behalf 
of Mrs. Basford, or withdraw from 
his position as attorney for little 


Dorothy Creede. In the latter case, Mr. 
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Gage suggested the appointment of 
Senator Stephen M. White as the 
child’s attorney. Judge Allen made the 
especial request that Mr. ‘Chapman 
appear for the child alone, and thus 
the whole matter of the guardianship 
was passed until next Friday, when 
it will be set for hearing. .

HELD TO ANSWER. 


Ware, Compton, Davis and Shields 
All Bound Over. 


The preliminary examination of W. 
M. Ware, Charles Compton, A. E. 
Davis and J. H. Shields for conspiracy 
in forging the name of Louis Greene 
to a false deed, and thereby securing 
the loan of $1000 from the Columbia 
Savings Bank, was concluded yesterday 
afternoon before Justice Young, all the 
defendants being held to answer in 
the sum of $2500 each. | 

The testimony of Ware, after he 
turned State’s evidence, formed the 
backbone of the prosecution. Most of 
the facts were known before, but Ware 
strung them together in a coherent 
narrative. | 

Yesterday the only testimony that 
amounted to anything was that of 
Mrs. M. L. Reinold, 
by Attorney Shinn to break a few 
links in the chain of damaging evi- 
dence that -had been woven around 
Compton. Not many links were broken, 
although Mrs. Reinold testified that 
on May 10, the day Ware said she had 
introduced him to Compton, she had 
been absent from her office, showing 
real estate to a client. She also averred 
that her acquaintance with Compton 
was slight, very slight, indeed, hardly 
more than a speaking acquaintance. 

Some of the force of these statements 
was broken under cross-examination, 
which developed the fact that, although 
Mrs. Reinold was absolutely certain 
of her whearabouts on May 10, she had 
no ideas about where she was or what 
she was doing on May 8 or 9, or 11 or 
12, or any other date just about that 
time: It also appeared that, slight as 
had been her acquaintance with Comp- 
ton, she had allowed him to take away 
a diamond ring, valued at $150, for the 
purpose of getting it appraised. Inci- 
dentally Compton had “‘lost’’ the ring, 
which has never been recovered, al- 
though he gave her as security fifty 
shares of stock in the Spilman Water 
Company.

FUTURE PRICE OF GOLD. «The 
many late gold discoveries are being 
made the subject of many articles as 
jo how far, if at all, they may affect 
the future price of gold. The United 
States Investor, New York, among 
other financial journals, has something 
to say on the subject, and says it in 
this way: 

“The California gold discoveries were 
followed by higher prices for commodi- 
ties, though perhaps, taking the coun- 
try as a whole, not to such an extent 
as some suppose. From this it will be 
concluded that the Alaska excitement 
is sure to result in.an enhancement in 
commodity prices. We may assume 
the correctness of this position without 
conceding that it means a fallin gold. 
It may not appear a matter of much 
consequence to the ordinary person 
whether we say that goods have risen 
or that gold has fallen. The distinc- 
tion is, however, a vital one. The dis- 
covery of vast deposits of gold is likely 
to greatly increase the. purchasing 
power of the world, making it harder 
than before to supply commodities in as 
large amounts and as fast as they are 
needed. In that case, it would be cor- 
rect to say that goods have risen in 
value because of the increased demand. 
But there is another possible factor to. 
be kept in mind. There may also be 
an increase in the demand for. gold. 
Other of the silver-using nations may 
follow the example of Japan, and go 
onto a gold basis. The different parts 
of the world are increasing in wealth, 
making it a question of time when coin 
of small intrinsic value will have to 
give way to those of superior worth. 
So far the human mind has displayed 
no limit to its cupidity for the yellow 
metal, though it has plainly indicated 
@t times that its eagerness for silver 
was not without bounds. One of the 
greatest silver-using countries in the 
world is India, but it is nevertheless a. 
fact that in no quarter of the earth is 
gold is highly prized and zealously 
hoarded a8 in India. The natives prize 
it above all the luxuries, and above 
Nearly every necessity of life. 

“Here are tendencies which are 
counteractory in their nature. They 
must be kept in mind by any one who 
attempts to predict the price of gold, as 
a result of the present discoveries. The 


character of the relation which gold is 


going to bear to commodities in the 
future is a matter of uncertainty, but 
it can be said, without qualification, 
that no one is warranted at this junc- 
ture in claiming that the course of gold 
is likely to resemble in any noteworthy 
degree that which silver has pursued 
since 1878.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

ITALY’S WALNUT CROP. United 
States Commercial Agent Huntington, 
writing to the State Department from 
Castellamare di Stabia, under date of 
June 2, 1897, respecting the walnut crop 
of Southern Italy, says: ‘‘Having had 
some inquiries as to the probable wal- 
nut crop for the present season, I have 
lately visited the parts of this: penin- 
sula where walnuts are grown. After 
a personal inspection and talking with 
the growers themselves, I have ascer- 
tianed that the crop this season will be 
below the average. The warm weather 


-In April caused the trees to flower well 


and abundantly in May, but just as the 


-fruit. buds were forming cold. vain and 


wind caused the loss of many of the 
young buds, and at present the crop 
may be estimated as inferior to last 
year, when about 9076 cases were 
shipped from Sorrento, Castellamare di 
Stabia and Naples to the United States. 
Our California growers may therefore 
reckon on high prices for their crop, 
as there will be less competition aan 
usual from this country.”’ 


TOO MUCH SUGAR. A sencit from 
Buenos Ayres on this season’s sugar 
crop in Argentina, published in the 
Paris, 


consular reports for July, 1897, says: 
“The sugar industry is threatened with 
a crisis in consequence of overproduc- 
tion. The stock to be exported for the 
current year exceeds 100,000 tons, while 
a few years ago the Argentine Republic 

was obliged to import the article for 
en consumption.

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—Quite a violent liqui- 
dation set in in the stock market in the last 
hour and a half of trading today and prices 
came tumbling from their high places, the 
decline from the high point being in many 
cases very wide. What the professional trad- 
ers have been predicting for some time came 
to pass, namely, a sufficient decline on many 
stocks to uncover stop-loss orders by w<ak 
holders of stocks. The dealers have been 
aware of the ‘‘pyramiding’’ of orders on a 
large scale, that is to say, the reinvestment 
of earnings as fast as made by weak holders 
which threatened what occurred today. It 
looked for a time as though the market was 
going to pieces under the weight of heavy 
offerings to realize, but after taking account 
of the day revealed that changes of impor- 
tance would be confined to a comparatively 
few stocks. It was the stocks that had en- 
joyed sensational advances in the morning,. 
notably the Grangers, that suffered most se- 
verely in the afternoon. The seeming to real- 
ize started in the Grangers and, as the mar- 
ket is more sensitive to the influence of this 
group than a _selli 


AMERICAN ENTERPRISE IN 
SIAM. The London and China Tele- 
graph, London, publishes the following 
interesting news of an important con- 
cession lately granted by the govern- 
ment of Siam to an American engineer: 

“One of the most important, and 
probably remunerative, concessions 
that has been granted in Siam for 
some time past has been signed at 
Bangkok by the Minister of Finance. 
The concession in question grants to L. 
E. Bennett, an American engineer, the 
exclusive right to work the concern: 
known as the Siam Electric Light for 
a period of ten years, with the option 
of holding the concession. all ex- 
clusive rights for an additional ten 
years at Mr. Bennett’s pleasure. The 
terms of the contract give Mr. Bennett 
the exclusive right to light Bangkok and 
suburbs, the latter term being some- 
what vaguely extensive. At the pres- 


ent time the estimated force in use is 


$0,000 candle-power, which the Siamese 
‘will increase to 64,000. The concession- 
ary has also the right to use the ma- 
chinery for what other purpose he may 
deem necessary and to work it day and 
night. For the above purposes a local 
company has been formed with a cap- 
ital of 100,000 ticals (about $50,000) to 
make necessary repairs and alterations 
and increase the efficiency of the con- 
cern. This sum was promptly taken 
up in a few hours by a few local busi- 
ness people and, judging by the eager- 
ness to obtain shares of 1000 ticals each, 
ten times that sum might have readily 
been covered locally. Such is the con- 
fidence in the future of the venture.” 
The approaching visit of the King of 
Siam to the United States might be 
made the occasion to impress on His 
Majesty that there are many American 
inventions in daily use in this country 
which might be profitably used in his. 


TRUSTS IN GERMANY. A writer 
in the Revue du Commerce Exterieur, 
Paris, speaking of the centralization of 
industry in Germany, says that tHe 
phenomenon is apparent in every 
branch of industry and finance of the 
+mpire. The list of associations in- 
éludes manufacturers of cement, paper, 
pipes, bottles, articles of leather, jute, 
etc. The writer also says that unions 
among coal-miners, spinners, iron- 
workers, ship-owners and builders, rail- 
Ways and street-car lines, insurance 
companies, etc., have been formed, and 
that the movement has even extended 
to the banks.

THE KAPUS SWINDLE NOT A 
NEW THING. 


Goodall, Perkins & Co, Suffered Once 
Before from the Same Sort 
of Work. 


ONLY MEMBERS OF THE FIRM CAN 
SIGN VOUCHERS, 


Why the Victims Have Been Pa- 
tiently Waiting Before Taking 
Steps to Prosecute—A Meeting 
to Be Called, 


There was to have been a meeting 
yesterday of the men to whom John 
W. Kapus sold Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company claims, which have not been 
paid, and which have been declared 
fraudulent. Owing to the fact that no 
attorney who has a number of the 
claims in hand for collection was busy 
in the Superior Court, the meeting 
was not held, but postponed until some 
day later this week. | 

Appropos of this meeting comes the 
whole story as to why the men who 
have been swindled by Kapus have 
been so-dilatory in causing the arrest 
and prosecution of the only man they 
know in the swindle, who is Kapus. 
The story is as follows: Some years 
ago Goodall, Perkins & Co., who own 
and manage the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship line, had in their employ a man 
who was trusted even to the extent 
of signing the firm’s name, under 
power of attorney, to checks, vouchers, 
etc. This man proved recreant to his 
trust and sold to outside parties fraud- 
ulent claims for damages, which he 
made out and signed, amounting to 
thousands of dollars. When the claims 
began to pour in this confidential. clerk 
disappeared, and the steamship com- 
pany refused to pay them. The vouch- 
ers were bought up by a money-lender 
at an average of 3 cents on the dollar, 
and he pressed their payment on the 
ground that no matter whether the 
claims were fraudulent or not, they 
had been made good by-the approval 
of the confidential man who alone had 
the right to sign them. In the end the 
steamship company paid the claims, 
dollar for dollar, but when they did so, 
Goodall, Perkins & Co. adopted a new 
rule regarding claims, vouchers, etc. 
The blank forms were changed so that 
it required the signature of a member 
of the firm to make them good, regard- 
less of the signatures of the. adjusters, 
confidential clerks, etc., and a further 
rule was adopted by which no claim 
against the company, whether for 
damages or anything else, ever left. 
the hands of their agents. 

Shortly after Mr. Nordlinger became 
suspicious of the Pacific Coast Ste@m- 
ship Company claims Kapus had sold 
him, and concluded, since they were 
overdue and unpaid by Kapus, to pre- 
sent them to the company direct at 
their head office, a woman appeared 
upon the scene. Nordlinger had been 
apprised of the fact that his claims 
were. bogus, -and- the news traveled

fast among holders of similar paper 
until finally a meeting of the claim- 
holders was called. Kapus had all 
along asserted that the vouchers were 
good and would ultimately be. paid. 
He had introduced a man to some of 
his victims as one S. C. Vincent, the 
chief adjuster of claims for the steam- 
ship company, from whom he claimed 
to get all the claims he had sold. Vin- 
cent had said the claims were all right, 
that he had issued or O. K.’ed them 
himself and knew they would be paid, 
and therefore but little fear was en- 
tertained in the start by the victims. 
They-thought the steamship company 
was simply dodging responsibility, but 
would come to time when pressed for a 
settlement. 

It was at this time the woman ap- 
peared. She called on the victims, and, 
telling them that she was an old em- 
plové of the steamship company, of- 
ered to collect all their claims at 10 
cents on the dollar commission, no col- 
lection, no pay. She told them about 
the other claims,deal and assured them 
one and all that while Goodall, Per- 


| kins & Co, might and probably would 
do a lot of “kicking” about paying the 


claims, 
them. 

At first the majority of the victims 
were in favor of letting the woman 
take the claims and collect them, but 
a few cautious people concluded if 
would be better to hold the documents 
and send some one to San Francisco 
to investigate matters. This was done 
and the: investigation proved a death 
blow to the woman’s hopes as well as 
to those of the victims. It was then 
learned that having once suffered by a 
similar fraud, Goodall, Perkins & Co. 
had provided against a.repetition. It 
was learned that the old indorsement 
used years ago by the firm and used 
on the present fraudulent claims, had 
been long discontinued. It was also 
learned that the manner of paying 
claims against the company had been 
changed some years ago, and, finally, 
it was learned that S. C. Vincent was 
not, and had not been, a confidential 
employé of the steamship company, 
but, knowing of the successful swindle 
of years ago, had, with the assistance 
of Kapus, attempted to work it over 
invested in the claims and not the 
company who suffered. 

When these facts were learned, the 
victims began to look about home more 
closely.

He tried tv 
keep his victims quiet by telling them 
that in the end the steamship = com- 
pany would have to pay the claims 
as they did ence before. But this 
statement would not do. The diagonal 
signature of Gcodall, Perkins & (Co. 
on the clais was in itself sufficient to 
prove the fraudulent character of the 
documents, fcr, as already stated, the 
rame of Goodall, Perkins & Co. has 
not been attached to a valid claim 
against them for many years. The O.K. 
signature. which must be signed by 
a member of the firm, has been at- 
tached to vouchers in a different way; 
in short, in a wav that each member 
of the firm Knew ang no one else knew, 
no matter what their, position with 
the company. 

Then Kapus began to “hedge,” as 
betting men gay. First: checks on 
cal banks, dated ahead, were given in 
payment. and finally, when all else 
failed, Kapus offered to give notes, 
bankable notes, properly secured with 
from one to four sureties to square up 
matters. These notes were promised 
to several of the victims, but so far 
have not “appeared.

Rumor says the 
reason Kapus expects aid from the 
men he bas swindled is because they 
ull Knew when they bought the claims 
that they were not going into a legiti- 
mate speculation, and rumor asks why, 
if this is not so, did not the purchasers 
of claims go to the agent of the steam- 
ship company here and ask him about 
the validity of the documents before 
they invested their money. e 

It is true that all purchasers” of 
claims were asked by Kapus to keep 
awav from Mr. Parris, the agent of 
the steamship company here, and not 
let him know about the matter, but 
KKapus gave good and sufficient reasons 
for this request. The class of men 
whom Kapbus succeeded swindling 
with his claims precludes the possi- 


bility that any of them could have} 


even had an idea they were engaged 
in a frauduient transaction. On _ the 
contrary the men he swindled believed 
thev were in a legitimate brokerage 
business, and by keeping quiet were 
aiding a yeung man who seemed to 
be trying; to get ahead, while making 
a reasonable profit on their invest- 
ment. 

Kapus gave large profits to only one 
or two men,*and then only at the last 
end of the deal when he had to have 
money. The majority of the claims 
were sold on a small profit, except 
where large. amounts were involved, 
and then the discount was made 
greater. For instance, claims amount- 
ing to from $200 to $400, were sold for 
$175 to $350, the purchaser having to 
wait from thirty to ninety days for 
his money. In one or two cases larger 
discounts were made, but of the miss- 
ing $70.000. if it were paid, less than 
$19.000 would be ie discounts. 

Kapus cannot leave town. . He has 
been given every chance to square up 
his acccunts, but so far has made no 
showing. When the victims again 
meet in council, which will be in the 
near future, the word will go forth 
to bring to justice all who can be 
found engaged in the swindle.
